Con- 
cluded by Thomas Goodwin Eſq; His Ma- 
Jeſties Agent and Conſul, the Second day of 
October 1686. 


Hereas there hath been for many 
years paſt, a firm Peace and 
Friendſhip , between the moſt Serene and 
Mighty Prince Charles the Second, by the 
Grace of (God of England, Scotland, France 
and Ireland King, Defender of the Chriſtian 
Faith, and the moſt Illuſtrious Lords the Go- 
vernors of the Noble City and Kingdom of 
Tunis, as apptars by. Articles of Peace and 
Commerce; '- made and firmed in the Month 
of Offober, Anno 1662, by the moſt Excellent 
Signiors, Mahomet Baſſa, Muftapha Dey, 
Moran Bey, and the Divan of the ſaid City 
of Twnis of the one part, and Sir John Lawſon, 
Knight, on the other part, and Renewed and
